This plan 
also has the advantage of relieving the 
Mayor and the President of the Council 
(the other commissioners) of a vast deal 
of trouble and annoyance from clamor- 
ous applicants who think to get on the 
force through the influence of a single 
commissioner, when perhaps the other 
two members of the commission may 
be opposed to his appointment. Let, 
if possible, cach appointment be con- 
firmed by a unanimous vote, and infin- 
ite trouble will be saved to the com- 
missioners separately, and at the same 
time the efficiency of the force will be 
greatly enhanced. 


A Yuma Enterprise. 

M. J. Nugent, Sheriff-elect of Yuma 
county, Arizona, isin town. Mr. Nugent is 
one of the stockholders in the Mohawk 
Canal Company, whose scene of operations 
is about eighty miles east of Yuma, on the 
‘Southern Pacifie Railroad. 

Yuma has hitherto been regarded by the 
outside public as a connecting link between 
this world and the regien described by 
Danté. The gentlemen connected with 
this canal enterprise intend, however, 
to show _ that Yuma county is 
more nearly related to Paradise than 
to the lower regions. The Mohawk canal 
covers 40,000 acres of fertile land, 
on which it is claimed that limes as big as 
Riverside oranges and cranges as big as 
hats ean be raised, and moreover, that all 
fruit can be ripened from six to eight weeks 
earlier than in California.

‘The Proposed City Charter. 

The opportunity now offered to revise 
the city charier is of such importance 
to the future of the city and of this part 
of the State. that it may well claim the 
earnest attention of all public-spirited 
citizens. and the interest manifested 
at the last meeting of Council. as well 
as the short time left for the consider:- 
tionjof the subject, should arouse every 
one. 

A 
can do much to unmake it. It may so 
cramp the powers of the people by cum- 
brous machinery or by dividing the re- 
spousibility of officers, as to make the 
reformation of abuses ulmost impossi- 
ble ;) and when thisis the case, corrup- 
tions, with the resulting burden on 
the people. are never wanting. Rogues 
are always with us, and if they cannot 
be promptly detected and puuished, the 
people suffer. The famous, or rather 
infamous. “Tweed charter’ of New 
York was so cunningly conceived that 
only! by what was almost an open revo- 
lutign could the people throw off the 


gang of thieves which had fastened 
itself upon the city, and which 
feasted on its vast wealth. The 


men who had foisted themselves into the 
offices were so protected by the forms 
of: law that had been worked into the 
charter that, while they robbed the 
city and the people. and while the peo- 
ple knew it, there was no relief by 
ordinary and easy ways, and not till 
the peculations and outrages had be- 
come so open that Tweed could bra- 
zenly defy the people— demanding, 
witha sneer, to know ** Whut are you go- 
ing to do about it ?’’—did the indignation 
grow) strong enough for the long fight 
which finally landed the chief thieves 
in the penitentiary or drove them into 
exile, That episode in municipal his- 
tory shows how the hands of the people 
may be tied by a charter, and how 
thieves may revel in defiance of law: 
and,jwhile the load of taxation may 
crush} industry, yet the treasury may 
be always empty. 

These lessons and the experience of 
other cities of the land in the difficult 
problem of municipal government, 
should not be forgotten in the work of 
framing our charter. We cannot afford 
to make mistakes; we boast of our cli- 
mate) and our people; we point with 
pride|to the past, and predict with con- 
tiden¢e for the future: we are building 
not for ourselves alone; we see just 
beyond us, in the future, a city of more 
than a hundred thousand people. in the 
midst of charming villages and sur- 
rounded by miles of lovely gardens; 
and the people the most active. the best 
educated, the most valuable citizens 
that ican be shown in the Republic. 
And we cannot forget, either, that we 
live in a State where the laws are 
probably more nearly than anywhere 
else fin accord with the best public 
sentiment of the age. It becomes us, 
then,jin deciding on a new charter, to 
consifler most carefully the principles 
on which it should be constructed, and 
to weigh most cautiously the results of 
experiments in other cities. 

It iis natural, in considering the 
governments of cities, that we should 
contrast them with that of the United 
States. The duties are very different, 
but there seems to be no reason why 
thoseiof e¢ither the State or the nation 
shoulil be easier to manage with satis- 
factidn than those of a small com- 
munity: yet we see the national 
government moving along with serenity 
and with the approval of the great mass 
of the people. while that of the city 
_and village is the source of irritating 
annoyance and constant complaint, 
mingled with the despair of being able 
to remedy the evils. In the general

government the administration of all 
details is made without widespread 
complaint. ‘There is often 
but things run smoothly, and matters 
finally end. All the vast machinery, 
covering the land from ocean to ocean, 
does its work noiselessly; and, consider- 
ing its vast extent, may we not say that 
it does it excellently?. Yet take a vil- 
lage, even if wealthy and progressive, 
and how often do we find it well 
lighted, paved and sewered, and its 
government honestly administered ? 
And how does the financial showing 
compare with the collections and admin- 
istration of the general government, 
where, year after year, under changing 
officers, millions of revenue are col- 
lected and disbursed, with practically 
no loss? The contrast may well chal- 
lenge our attention; and it May sug- 
gest to us whether it might not be well 
to pattern our city government some- 
what after the model set before us by 
the founders of the Republic. 

The problem of efficient municipal 
government is difficult in every aspect ; 
put in framing the law which will bind 
us, we cannot ignore the tendency of 
other city governments, and that will 
at least warn us against repeating their 
mistakes. New York, Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, Memphis and Nashville 
have all been compelled to revise their 
charters recently ; and, while they differ 
as to the exact method of attaining 
their ends, they all seem to base their 
efforts on certain well-defined princi- 
ples. They follow the principle of the 
Federal Constitution in separating 
absolutely the legislative and the execu- 
they. seek to fix 
official responsibility in the execu- 
tive by giving him_ large powers, 
properly guarded; a good tenure: of 
office, with compensation which will 
attract business capacity and thus 
crowd out the professional politician; 
they make most snbordinate officers 
appointive, mainly by the executive, 
and hold the executive accountable for 
a proper administration of the duties of 
In this way, the 
executive is given much the responsi- 
bility of the head of a business house, 
and experience seems to show that this 
results in efficient administration. 

We realize the. difficulty of the task 
which is devolved upon the committee, 
but we hope that even the brief time 
remaining may. enable them to place 
our city in the front rank of progress 
in this matter, and that from their ef- 
foris there may come a new_impetus in 
its onward march to a proud future. 


It is a painful sight—in fact, a whole 
menagerie of visual colics—to watch the 
Los Angeles postoffice at almost any 
time between 10 a.m. and 5 p.m., 
daily. The! ridiculous inadequacy 
of accommodation in every depart- 
ment is an untlattering comment- 
ary on the poky niggardliness of Uncle 
Sam to us-ward. The hour-line at the 
sole stamp window, the perspiring mob 
around the registry and money-order 
railing, and the five hundred weary 
waiters-in-line before the general de- 
jivery windows-—-they are daily featnres 
which should imake the  postoflice 
department blush all over. The 
business of the Los Angeles office is 
simply enormous, and out of all pro- 
portion to the facilities, though the 
Department has been nagged and 
nudged incessantly for the last two 
years. There is at present, of course, 
the usual holiday rush, and the few 
clerks—for the government refused to 
make any extra provision—are over- 
worked. Yesterday, for instance, be- 
tween 6000 and 7000 people got mail at 
the general delivery window, at the 
hauds of four never-resting clerks. 
The government supplied only three of 
these, by the way. The other is paid 
out of the postmaster’s pocket. Over 
11,000 letters were sent away over the 
various railroads. On Friday over 
15,060 letters were sent out and 62 
huge sacks of papers, packages, ete. 
The sales of, stamps on Friday amount- 


ed to $885, which accounts for 
nearly 15,000 individual stamps. 


The sales for the week were over $1500 
—which is at the rate of $78,000 a year. 
This includes stamps alone. The office 


has run entirely out of stamped en- 


velopes. There were 232 packages 
registered yesterday, and the registry- 
room is piled high with them on every 
side. One hundred and thirty domes- 
tic, and 19 foreign money orders were 
issued yesterday. The changes of ad- 
dress average over 500 a week. That 
is the kind of business the Los An- 
geles postoflice is doing, in its seven- 
by-nine quarters and with its little 
force. Were it not for the energetic 
discipline and effective business meth- 
ods of the postmaster, the office would 
be a simple pandemonium. 

Some relief may be expected trom the 
new postoflice, which is expected to be 
ready for occupancy: by the 15th of next 
month. While it is probably the least 
imposing new building in the city, it 
will at least give more elbow-room. Its 
floor area will be 5100 feet as against 
the 2800 feet of the present coop. By 
rights the Los Angeles postoffice should 
have 7000 square feet of fioor-room; but 
5100 “*beats nothing all hollow.” As 
the arrangement of the new office will 
be direeted by Postmaster Green and 
Assistant-Postmaster Carr. it will 
doubtless be made as convenient as the 
space willallow. The long, long evil 
of a a small clerical force, 
however, can be remedied only by the 
Postoflice Department. We respect- 
fully submit to Mr. Vilas that the city 
bas been imposed upon long enough by 
the inadequacy of governmental atten- 
tion, and suggest to him the propriety 


of doing the square thing.

She is fully 
aware of theclose connection between good 
health and good water in abundance, 
While I was last in Rome _ its 
water company sent out mig re- 
quests to the citizens of the city to 
let the water run constantly in their houses 
and yards, There is no law there to stop 
the continuous flow of the fountains, and no 
pomans? for the use of water for lawns and 
jowers during other than certain hours. The 
sewers are also flushed twice a day by the 
water company, and under this new regime 
Rome is fast becoming a healthy city, free 
from malaria and epidemic fevers. The 
water is of the purest, and comes down from 
her mountain springs free to all without 
measure.” 

I listened to him and gave one sigh for 
old Rome, the city of the Cresars, with its 
oo waters poured out without stint or 
imit. 

But, then, there need be no question about 
our water supply, nor its purity, when prop- 
erly developed and distributed and when 
all the unnecessary waste is avoided aris- 
ing from open ditches and passages through 
loose sandy ways. 
will furnish all that is necessary to health, 
if. opens handled, and a sufficiency is 
enough for anybody. 


I met a Washingtonian the other day, who

Angelefios in the matter of boasting. 

“You think you are growing beyond 
everything here, and that people at the 
East would not believe their own eyes if 
they could see how fast you are getting big 
and great,” said he.

WILL CONTEST IT. 


COL. DUNKELBURGER AFTER 
“TOMMY” ROWAN'S SEAT. 


He Declares that that Alleged Twen- 
ty-five Plurality Was Obtained by 
Gross Hiegality, and that Tommy 
Isn't Elected At All. 


Something of a sensation was caused yes- 
terday when it became known that Col. I. 
R. Dunkelburger had decided to contest the 
Supervisoral seat which had been accounted 
to T. E. Rowan. The vote was a close one, 
Mr. Rowan’s apparent plurality being only 
25. Having discovered what he believes to 
be fatal defects in Mr. Rowan’s armor, Col. 
Dunkelburger will break a lance with him 
for the Supervisoral prize. He yesterday 
filed with County Clerk Dunsmoer a sworn 
statement, setting forth his intention to 
contest, and his grounds for so doing. 

The document deelares that at the general 
election held November 2, 1886, Thomas E. 
Rowen was the regular Democratic candi- 
date for Supervisor of the Third Supervis- 
oral the said Dunkelberger was 
the lar Republican candidate. 

That on November &sth the Supervisors 
began the official count; and on the 12th an- 
nounced the results of said canvass, declar- 
ing jee said T. E. Rowan to be elected. 

he said I. R. Dunkleberger “‘now respect- 
fully gives notice that he hereby co ts 
the election of the said T. E. Rowan” u 
grounds which are, in brief, as follows: 

First—Maleonduct on the part of the 
Board of Judges of Election in each and all 
of the several election precincts included in 
and comprising said supervisoral district— 
the Second, Fourth, Sixth, Eighth and Tenth 
precincts and more particularly the Sixth 
precinct. Said malconduct was as follows: 

That alarge number of “regular Demo- 
cratic” ballots were voted at each and all of 
said election precincts upon which there 
were no names either printed or written for 
said Rowan for Supervisor of said district, or 
of any other person whatever. That abl 
these tickets the names of the Democratic 
candidates for all the other township, county 
and State offices, and all the offices except 
that of supervisor. Petitioner avers, on 
information and belief, that said judges of 
election, in proceeding to count the number 
of votes east for each candidate, read each 
of said regular Democratic tickets and an- 
nounced the same as coger: the name 
of said T. E. Rowan, when really they did 
not contain it at all; and that by reason of 
this unlawful reading by the judges, the 
clerks counted over 100 votes for said Rowan 
which were not cast forhim at all. 

Petitioner furthur charges, on information 
and belief, that said judges of glection in 
each of said precincts read and caused to be 
counted certain Wallots which were 
because they were marked and identified by 
certain written characters on the back, so 
that they could be distinguished from other 
ballots east; thatall these marked ballots 
were of the “regular Democratic” sort, with 
said Rowan’s name on them. 

Contestant further sets forth that the. ma- 
jority counted for said Rowan was 25; 
whereas, if there had not been unlawful 
counting, said Rowan would not be entitled 
to a certificate of election at all.

Finally the 
performance was ps, until 2 p.m., a 
which hour it was again given, with no bet- 
ter result. Anadjournment was then taken 
until 10 o’clock toemorrow, when it is hoped 
that the ice may be thawed and a bid made. 
Meantime an attractive advertisement has 
been inserted in Tae Times, which will 
attain the desired result, if anything can. 
From what a Times representative could 
learn, the absence of bids is not due to any 
lack of d ition to purchase, but from a 
disinclination on the part of any one to make 
the first bid. At the minimum price—$1000 
a foot for the Spring-street frontage—the 
ae peti would certainly be very chéap.

plied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils 
and adjacent parts, which prevails toan alarm- 
ing extent and is produgtive of very serious 
consequences. 

The most prominent and characteristic fea- 
ture isa morbid dischar from the head, va- 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant flow of 
clear, acrid fluid, but oftener an offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, necessitat- 
ing ita frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes. 
Sometimes patients feel as though their whole 
head wasin a estate of rottenness, so great is 
the amount of matter discharged and so fetid 
is its odor, The patient is greatly annoyed by 
the constant dropping into the throat of the 
morbid matter from the head, and as a recum- 
bent position naturally favors the tlow down- 
ward, his rest is frequently disturbed from 
this cause.

In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phiegm collects behind and above the soft

powering. and sufficiently fetid to poisen the 
utmosphere of a whole reom: and there are 
others in which all the secretions of the mom- 
| brane are suspended, causing an unpleasant 
fecling of dryness, hent and reverishness in 
the head and nose—a condition popularly 
known as “* Dry Catarrh.”

The stars are in the sky all day, 
Each linked coil of Milky Way, 
And every planet that we know, 
Kehind the sun is circling slow;
